“The Firefly,’ a light opera 
comedy written by Rudoiph 
Friml, is the chosen production 
now in the casting process for 
the junior college’s bi-annual 
opera, Miss Lowe announced ear- 
ly this week. 

First produced in New York in 
1912, the opera has continued to 
remain in the ranks of outstand- 
ing light operas, and has been 
used as material for musicals in 
several junior colleges on. the 
coast in recent years. 

Nina, a New York street sing- 
er, is the main character in the 
opera, and the plot is based on 
her adventures in Bermuda after 
masquerading as a boy so that 
she could go on a vacation trip 
with a party of wealthy social- 
ites. The complications caused 
by this masquerade are con- 
tinued throughout the movement 
of the. opera until Nina’s decep- 
tion is discovered. Mistaken 
identity of the characters in the 
cast is the comedy note, al- 
though acted very seriously by 
the characters themselves. 

A New York yacht harbor is 
the setting of.the first act, and 
the second and third acts are set 
in Bermuda. 


Geraldine, one of. the social- 
ites, is in love with Jack, who 
loves Nina.

Geraldine’s aunt, Mrs. Van Dare, 
is in love with Thurston. In the 
second act, when Thurston 
writes a letter to Geraldine, de- 
claring his love for her, Jack 
mistakenly addresses the letter 
to Mrs. Van Dare, which causes 
the triangle to double. The 
French maid and her lover, Pie- 
tro, offer picquency, and several 
good dance numbers besides 
their light duets.

Dick Wal- 
ker, a member of Tilden’s troupe 
and a Salinas lad, arranged the 
exhibition which will serve as a 
warm-up match for the troupe 
before they start on a nation- 
wide tour within the next several 
weeks, . 

Presenting the fans with play- 
ers who have ranked on top of 
the amateur tennis world, spec- 
tators will see two former world 
amateur champions and a former 
Davis Cup player in action. A 
fourth player is yet to be added 
to the troupe. 

The new Jaysee courts were 
completed and dedicated with 
an. exhibition tournament last 
December at a cost of $10,000. 
Facilities have been arranged by 
President Richard Werner of the 
junior college to seat a large 
crowd. Portable bleachers will 
be set up on the adjoining courts 
to accommodate the throng ex- 
pected to witness the exhibition 
between the world’s foremost 
net men. 

Perry, Tilden, and Stoefen 
were all set for a European tour 
and were in Europe at the outset 
of the war, but it caused can- 
cellation of the tour. Returning 
home to New York with Don 
Budge, they tried to arrange a 
South American.tour but that 
fizzled out so they arranged a 
nationwide tour to start in Holly- 
wood in the near future. 

Bill Tilden is. probably the 
greatest amateur the world has 
ever known, while Fred Perry 
is England’s greatest player. Les- 
ter Stoefen was also an Ameri- 
can. amateur ace until he turned 
professional. 


Mainly responsible for bring- 
ing such an outstanding troupe 
here is Dick Walker, a former 
Salinas high school boy, who has 
been associated with Tilden in 
his professional tours for the 
past three years. Walker ac- 
companied the famous star over 
the United States, England, In- 
dia, Egypt, and other countries 
of the world.

Thursday” policy; the one: how workable is this old- 


, age retirement plan; the other: should the people of the 


United States amend the constitution to adopt this mea- 
sure? There are several sides to view when discussing 
its merits. The senior citizens of this nation would be 
cared for; they need clothing, food, shelter, and luxur- 
ies the same as anyone; they have contributed something 
to the common welfare in their lifetime, and in return, 
should receive some payment, such as a purchasing 
power; they have retired from their jobs in order that 
younger men might find employment. This group of 
aged people should receive some repayment for their 
services to the nation. BUT, WHY SHOULD THIS 
NATION BE THROWN INTO A SEMBLANCE 
OF CHAOS TO PROVIDE FOR THEM? 

When the money in the treasury begins to disap- 
pear, will there still be time to stop this policy? Some- 
times three or four years are needed to have a measure 
declared “‘unconstitutional’”’ by the Supreme Court, and 
in that time, can the strength of the state of California 
hold out?

agents, they lose value; teachers and schools will be 
ended, public utilities discontinued, and the country 
would become an anarchy!

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Panthers After Another Win 


Panther “All-Weather” 
Team Smothers Reedley

From the looks of things it ap-@ing off a goodly sum just to re- 


pears that. the Salinas football 
team fares well in all kinds of 
weather. Three weeks ago it 
played in a summer heat and 
came out much to the good and 
two weeks ago it played in a raw 
cold in which the outcome was 
satisfactory. Last Friday eve- 
ning, playing in a steady down- 
pour of rain, in weather that was 
perfect. for ducks, the team out- 
slid the farmers from Reedley 
J. C. by the count of 12-7 in the 
local Lettuce Bowl. 


A fine gathering assembled to 
see the locals tackle Reedley, 
first in the line of Jaysee com- 
petition, but it wasn’t long after 
that steady rains drove. away 
most. of the payees so at the end 
of the mud battle only a few 
ducks still remained. 


I have never seen a game. in 
which Salinas did not draw first 
blood and this last game wasn’t 
any exception — rain or no rain. 
Salinas. slid to their first score 
after driving 40 yards with Don 
Paul and Pump Vella doing most 
of the ball packing and then Bill 
(Sweet William) Cavelli smashed 
the center line for the score. 

The Panthers came to the fore 
once again early in the second 
period when the ever dependable 
yardage maker, Pump Vella, who 
did practically all the ball carry- 
ing in a drive that carried 59 
yards, mudded over from the 3- 
yard line. 

Reedley men, contented . with 
letting the locals do all the of- 
fensive in the first half, turned 
the tables in the second half. 
They took charge of the entire 
last half but could contribute 
only one score. This came late 
in. the game when a Panther 
fumble was grabbed up on the 
Salinas 3-yard line and two plays 
later Reedley’s Brandon skidded 
over the once white goal line for 
the six points. 

Acting Captain Pump Vella 
and Dooley Bruno seemed to be 
the only consistant yard gainers 
of the contest. Their combined 
efforts netted some 130 yards in 
25 tries with Vella accounting 
for 88 for an average of six yards 
per attempt. 

Salinas started moving rather 
early by taking the ball on the 
Reedley 40. Vella, by reeling off 
30 yards in four plays, reverses 
and wide around end: sweeps, 
earried to the enemy 10 where 
he fumbled. Reedley then quick- 
ly disposed of the ball by punt- 
ing it to the locals’ 40 again. On 
a series of reverses, from Bill 
Cavelli to Don Paul and Pump 
Vella, the ball was once more 
down to the visitors’ 5 where a 
second later Cavelli plunged 
over for the score. 

Reedley did know what to do 
with the ball:and its only alter- 
native was to boot, this time to 
the Panthers’ 40. With this same 
Vella pounding away from 5 to 
14 yards each time and Paul tear-

lieve the monotony, the ball soon 
landed on the Reedley 4 before 
you could say “Jack Robinson.” 
On the next play, a line smash, 
Vella was over for the tally. 

With the ball once again in 
their possession, following an 
enemy punt, the Panthers pushed 
on again. Dooley Bruno came 
in to relieve Vella and the bat- 
tering was once more under way. 
With the soggy ball on the Sa- 
linas 44, Bruno rammed center 
and pushed his’: way some more 
with three or four players hang- 
ing on for five yards or more at 
a clip. With Bruno crashing cen- 
ter and rounding the ends for 
variety, the ball soon rested on 
the visitors’ 9-yard line. Bruno 
rested while Cornett slip through 
for 6 more. With but one play 
left’ in the half, Bruno cracked 
the line for 3 yards but it fell 
short one foot of a. touchdown 
just as the whistle blew for the 
half. 

During the second half Salinas 
employed the “shock troops”. 
Reedley had possession of. the 
ball throughout but little was 
done. It was just a. case of who 
could boot the ball the farthest 
and who could slip. the most 
without landing on their faces. 
Late in the last frame a Salinas 
fumble was recovered by Sheh- 
tanian, Reedley end, on the Sa- 
linas 3-yard line. On a right 
tackle thrust, Brandon scored. 
His extra point attempt on the 
same play was successful.
